The following is the fourth in a Series of 
Scripture Lessons arranged for every Sabbath 
in a year, and adapted to Schools, Bible- 
Classes, and to Domestic Instruction. The ^rst 
in the Series consists of Scripture facts and 
precepts. The second SLnd third SLve composed 
of Scripture Biography. This set consists of 
Bible Symbols and Dlustrations. Those selected 
are all natural objects, and they are arranged in 
the order in which the works of God are pre- 
sented to us in the first chapter of the Book of 
Grenesis.

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Sabbath XXVI. The Work of the Holy Spirit. 

The Holy Spirit performs a distinct work 
for the apostles, for Christ's disciples, and 
for the world. 

(1.) The work of the Spirit for the 
apostles was to teach them — to aid their 
memory in recalling Christ's words — to 
lead them into all truth — to assist them in 
difficulty — and to show them things to come. 
John, xiv. 25y 26; xvi. 13. 

(2.) The work of the Spirit /or Chrises 
disciples is to render them fruitful in every 
good work — to abide with them during the 
absence of the Saviour, and to glorify 
Christ. John, vii. 37-39; xiv. 16, 17. 

(3.) The work of the Spirit for the 
world is to convince men of sin, and to 
vindicate the character and mission of Christ. 
John, xvi. 8-10. 

Show in Section 1 that the writings of 
the apostles have authority, because these 
holy men were moved by the Spirit. 
Under Section 2 speak of the advantage of 
the believer in having ever present with 
him a spiritual monitor and guide. And 
teach, under Section 3, the importance of 
cherishing convictions of sin and right 
thoughts of the Saviour, seeing they are

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Part IV. Doctrines taught hy Jesus Christ 
concerning Angels^ Devils, and Men. 

Sabbath XXVII. Angels. 

Christ teaches, (1.) That there is an 
order of spiritual and moral beings distinct 
from men — He calls them angels. All the 
quotations under subsequent heads are illus- 
trations of this. 

(2.) The chief dwelling-place of the 
angels is heaven. Matt. xxiv. 36. 

(3.) They are great in number and holy 
in character. Matt. xxvi. 53 ; xxv. 31. 

(4.) The J are now employed in services 
to men, and will be engaged at the end of 
the world in the arrangements of the judg- 
ment. Matt. xiii. 39 ; xviii. 10. 

(5.) They are without the distinction of 
sex. Matt. xxii. 30. 

(6.) They have strong sympathy with 
the salvation of mankind. Luke, xv. 10. 

From the last section suggest that, if the 
angels feel such joy on account of a sinner's 
repentance, our desire that our fellow-men 
should repent should be great and strong, 
and our pursuit of our own salvation in- 
tensely earnest.

The 
specific meaning of the name is a calum- 
niator or accuser ; and the general meaning, 
an enemy. Bj comparing Scripture with 
Scripture, we learn that the devil is a 
wicked angel whose bitter enmity is di- 
rected to mankind. 

(2.) Jesus Christ represents him as a 
liar and murderer from the beginning 
(John, viii. 44) ; as the father of all wicked 
men (Matt. xiii. 38) ; as the prince of this 
world (John, xiv. 30) ; and as judged and 
condemned in the events and results of His 
own death. John, xvi. 11. 

Our first duty is clearly to believe, upon 
divine testimony, in the existence of this 
great adversary of mankind, and then to 
watch against his infiuence, to resist his 
temptations, and to strive to overcome him 
as one of our strong foes. Mention that 
the armour of God is means of resistance.
